Tho Post-Dieratcu fiood relief boat suc- 
ceeded in reaching the unfortunate people 
who have been on Chouteau’s Island for sev- 
eral days and brought to them the first op- 
portunity they have had to escape from the 
awful peril in h they have lived. 

Answering the call which came to us Tues- 

night, the relief steamer cast off at s 
o’ clock in the morning and sh 6 ma down to 
the ferry dock where she picked up a barge 
to accommodate the stock if we found it pos- 
sible to reach the toe heads“ on which men 
and women, horses, cattle, dogs and hogs 
are living together.

My 
house Was on the lowest ground, and I had 
to abandon itatonce. I have not been able 
to get anything out of it since, because the 
water rose too fast the next day. 1 have 
watched it, and it stood all right until this 
morning. Thenit began to settle, and just 
an hour ago it toppled, and will soon fall into 
the water and break to proces. All 1 had in

What made the situation of these people 
worse was that they had no feed for their 
stock. In order to keep them alive they were 
turned loose on a small patch of Hoeck- 
stra’s green wheat which adjoined the Kast- 
ing barnyard, and on this were being sub- 
sisted until relief could come. This re- 
source, however, would soon be exhausted, 
as the area was a very small one, and had

MISERY AT KASTING’S FARM. 

The boysand men watched our approach 
from the fences on whith they were perched. 
The rch of the house held the women and 
children. Kasting’s house is a handsome 
two-story double frame. The water now 
touches it on two sides and onthe other two 
it is about forty feet away, but the ground is 
soft and one’s foot sinks into it an inch. Still 
Mrs. Kasting would not leave. 

‘*Go, if you want to,“ she said in German 
to the others, ‘*but I will not go until the 
water is in the house.

others no one can tell. 

THE STORM BREAKS. 

After the cattle and horses had been taken 
on board the barge, the women and chil- 
dren who had Been gathered in Kasting’s 
house were brought on tothe steamer. And 
none too soon. the morning the clouds 
had hunglow and threatening, but it was 
hoped that they would break away without a 
storm. At 1130 the western sky, extending 
almost to th nith, was a Diack mass mov- 
ing steadily towards the east. The storm 
seemed to proceed from the Missouri River. 
Before the women and chikiren were taken 
on rain began to falland the wind strength- 
ened n The women wrapped their 
shawls around them and tightened their 
hoods to protect t selves from the 
weather, that was g tve of winter. 
The .. pir ee ‘with moisture, which 
caused a chill au r tor gh one’s 
frame and give rise to a wish for a good fire 
in a comfortable room. 

No more pathetic scene was ever put on 
canvass than that on which the reporters 
gu zed as the poor unfortunates gathered at 
the stage plank. There was an old womanof 
68 and a baby of 2 months, the latter tightly 
bundled up and carried in the armsof a 
PoO8ST- DISPATCH representative. They all 
shivered and looked up anxiously at 
the. cabin deck as if eager to get where, 
for the first time in a week, they were 
sure of safety and some of the commoner 
necessities of life. Up to the barge and across 
the narrow staging to the steamer they 
came, rather slowly, as H controlled by an 
instinct which forbade haste or a rapid step 
on an occasion somournful. Up the steps, 
the old lady in the lead, — came, and filed 
into the cabin, where they all gathered round 
the steam heater, which effectually dispersed 
the chilliness of the outsideair. The little 
ones looked around curiously, fuil of childish 
wonder. The little girls kept close to their 
mothers, but the boys seemed to think it 
great fun. 

It was our intention to leave Kasting’s as 
soon as everything was on board and pro- 
ceed to the other farm houses in the neigh. 
borhood ‘to pick, up what remained of 
humanity on Chouteau’s Island. We were 
ready to start at 120’clock, but by that time 
the wind blew a hurricane. It was impossible 
to navigate those dangerous waters in such 
a wind. Although the trees were not very 
thick, they were still numerous enough to 

ake trouble ifthe boat became unmanage- 
able. Besides, we were floating over a wheat- 
field, and to get out the utmost care and 
skillful steering was necessary to avoid snags 
and stumps which appeared here and there 
just above the surface. There was plenty of 
work ahead of us, but it had to be abandoned 
until the fury ot the storm should subside. 
We were particularly fortunate in having a 
good place tot p at Kasting’s. 

Passing Ip ofthe house isthe county 
road, lined with Cottonwood trees which ex- 
tend as far north as the eye can see, but as 
good luck would have it there wasa break in

The Town Completely Under Water—Res- 
cue of Colored People. 


The rampage of the Father of Waters may 
be seen in all its might in the course of a ride 
over the Merchants’ Terminal Bridge. The 
prolific parent of inland seas has, on the 
East side, inand about New Madison, a fam- 
ily of giant sons who have spread themselves 
over thousands of acres. The suggestion 
is offered toall who contemplate a trip to 
New Madison, that they secure a pair of rub- 
ber boots or a boat which canbe carried in 
sections.

There are several very important questions 
which will come up for settlement at this 
conference of the Presbyterians. For one 
thing, the question OF ereed revision, so far 
as faliibie men can foretell, is to be settled 
this year; not that the work is to be finished, 
but the question whether there is to be a 
revised creed or a new ar is to be de- 
cided. Fora number of years the question of 
the revision of the Westminster standards has 
been before the chureh and the pubiit, For 
two rs a committee has deen 

at work trying to re- 
old confession, which Has 
stood practically untouched since its forma- 
tion in 1643-48. On the committee are some of 
the ablest scholars, clericaiand lay, among 
the 6,000 or more ministers of the assembly 
and its 700,000 communicants, and these 
twenty-five men have not, in the opinion of 
some, brought forth that result which will 
satisfy the church and keep it united, Those 
who call fora new creed are a larger number 
than those who originally demanded re- 
vision, and some who pleaded for revision 
during the debate in the presbyteries 
have thrown over that idea completely, com- 
ing round to thedecision made by the most 
conservative men at the outset, that a re 
Vision of the cofifession was practically i 
possible. This they are willing to concé é 
now, but instead of expressing satisfaction 
with the unrevised confession they demand 
that a new creed shall be prepared, and 80 it 
is not improbable that the present laborious 
work carried on by the present Revision Com- 
mittee has done little more than conviace the 
church that revisjon was imposstble. 

HISTORY OF THE BRIGGS CASE,

world to the other as the Briggs case.

Mrs, Esther Ryan Makes a Demand 
on Mortimore Millard. - 


SHE ACCUSES THE EAST sr. LOUIS LAW. 
YER OF RVINING HER DAUGHTER. 


He Wrenches the Weapon From Her After 
a Struggle—Mr.. Millard Says the 
Woman's Claim Is Utterly Without 
Foundation and He Is Convinced That 


She Is Orazy—FPolice News. 


Mrs. Esther Ryan of No. 114 South Four-

to the floor The revolver was 
aischarged in the struggle, but the 
bullet fatled to strike either of 
us. I got possession of the weapon 
and have it now in my pocket. She lived in 
East St. Louls for many years and is known 
to most of the people here. Having known 
her for peony years myself I,am confident 
that she Ss ingane. The accusations 
she has made a st me in St. Louis 
are false. She certainly must be temporaaily 
insane. She attempted to procure a war 
rant against me over there from several jus- 
tices, but they all saw from her manner that 
the woman was notin her right mind and 
refused to issue warrants.’’ 

Hon. Luke H. Hite, an attorney of East 
St. Louis was with Mr. Millard when the lat- 
ter was seen and he held to the same opinion, 
that the woman was temporarily insane. 


The Brown Mystery Unsolved, 

The murder of Louls Brown at Cheltenham 
last Monday night is still a mystery, and will 
probably always remain so, as no effort is 
being made to clear it up. The Coroner’s 
investigation was continued last Wednesday 
in the hope that Irvin, the negro 
whose hat was found near  Brown’s 


body, would be captured or the white man 
who was with him at the railroad station 
that night would be found, but nothing has 
been seen of either of them since Brown was 
killed. The Coroner made an effort to find 
the engineer of the train that ran over 
but has not deen successful 
although another engineer 
was found yesterday who saw Brown Monday 
night. Hetestified that Brown was drunk 
and that he came pretty near running over 
him with his engine. The engineer, whose 
testimony is still to be given, may be ‘able to 
clear up one point, namely, whether 
Brown was standing or lying on the 
track when the train struck — The sup- 
position is that he was slugged and robbed 
and that he was then left on the track or 
was laid there purposely. 

The evidence of every witness examined so 
far, indicates that Brown was slugged and 
rob Police officer Hussey and a couple 
of other witnesses testified to cuts on his 
head, forehead and cheek and seemed to have 
been made by a stone, although Dr. Cham- 
bers, who made the post mortem says that 
these cuts might have been made by the train 
in running over him. Brown was a negro 
and a laborer, and it is not probable that any 
reward will be offered for the arrest of the 
murderer or murderers.

MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE MEETING. 


Liberal Eubscriptions—Auctions of Boxes 
for the Fost-Dispatch Fund. 
Promptly at 1:15 this afternoon President 
Isaac M. Masonof the Merchants’ Exchange 
ascended the rostrum and delivered a 
short address calling the attention 


of those present to the great 
suffering occasioned by the flood. On account 
of the direful distress —— he had called 
a meeting of citizens and now appealed to all 
for ald inthe present contingency. In order 
that those present might appreciate how 
much assistance was required he called upon 
Mr. H. E. Harlow to give an account of what 
he had personally witnessed. 

Mr. Harlow said that he had just returned 
from Cape Girardeau and had never seen 
such distress as he witnessed along the 
river. Thousands of families were absolutely 
homeless, hundreds were living on the 
bluffs in improvised tents, and hundreds 
more were in the woods. Never before ata 
season of flood had so much suffering result- 
ed, and now if ever was the time for the citi- 
zens to open their purses to feed the hungry 
and clothe the naked. 

Ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard was the next speak- 
er. He said: 

Ik ever there was a time when the sympa- 
thy of the Exchange was Called for, this 18 
the time. Tue devastation through the Val- 
ley of the Missouri, the Mississippi and the 
lliinots. was terrible. Speeches were not now 
in order, but the situation called for action. 

W. IT. Anderson then offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the President of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange be authorized toappointa 
committee to raisesand distribute. funds for 
the relief of the flood sufferers.

The people of St. Louis have awakened 
toafull sense of their duty towards the 
thousands of unfortunates deprived of 
their homesand the necessities of life by 
the overfiow.

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A NATIONAL CALAMITY. 


The destruction wrought by the flood 
waters of the Mississippi Valley has 
reached the measure of a national 
calamity. 

Under ordinary circumstances the over- 
flow which nearly wrecked Sioux City, 
drowning about fifty people and destroy- 
ing 2, 000, 000 worth of property would 
have concentrated the attention of the 
country upon that disaster, but at present 
it is a mere local detail of a vast accumu- 
lation of disasters which extends over 
almost the entire length of the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers and their principal 
affiluents. The junction of the high waters 
of the two rivers a few miles above St. 
Louis has made this territory the center of 
devastation, but it is not by any 
means confined to it. The submerged 
districts dot the banks of the great rivers. 
Villages have been swept away, millions 
of acres of cultivated farming lands are 
under water and thousands of families 
have been deprived of shelter and means of 
subsistence. 

No estimate can now be placed upon the 
losses caused by the floods, nor can the ex- 
tent of suffering imposed upon the unfor- 
tunate dwellers in the submerged districts 
be imagined. The situation is likely to 
become worse before itis better. All that 
can be definitely stated now is that there 
is need of generous and immediate relief to 
prevent not only bitter suffering but actual 
death by exposure and starvation to 
thousands of destitute flood victims. 

We are confident that the appeals for 
Aid in behalf of the flood sufferers will 
meet with liberal response from the 
people in every part of the country. The 
generosity which has met with rich pro- 
vision the needs of sufferers in foreign 
lands will respond to the call of distress in 
the Mississippi Valley. 

The movement inaugurated by the Post- 
DisPATOH and heartily taken up by the 
people of St. Louis should be and un- 
doubtedly will be joined in by other cities. 
Alithat is necessary is to apprise them 
that their co-operation is necessary. The 
time to give the signal of distress has ar-

ricane. 


The Island of Mauritius in the Storm’s 
Track. 


ONE-THIRD OF THE CAPITAL CITY DE- 
STROYED. 


It Is Thought a Complete Death Return 
Will Show Over a Thousand Killea— 
The Greater Part of the Victims Among 
the Laborers—Sugar Mille Wrecked— 
A Mother’s Sacrifice— Two Ladies 
Drowned—Oasualties, 


Lorpon, May 20.—Baron de Worms, Pariia- 
mentary Secretary of Colonial Office, reada 
telegram inthe House of Commons this after 
noon fully confirming the terrible disaste 
at Mauritius, many facts concerning which 
were told in these dispatches of yesterday and 
this morning. The dispatch read by Baron de 
Worms says that one-third of the capital 
city, Port Louls, was destroyed. Among the 
buildings wrecked were the Royal College 
and twenty-four churches. Many sugar 
mills in the country were completely 
demolished, and the valuable ma- 
chinery employed in the grinding of 
the cane and in dolling the pro- 
duct, vacuum pans, centrifugals, etc., were 
badly damaged. In this dispatch the first 
estimate of the loss of life was given. It is 
known, says the dispatch, that in the 
city of Port Louis alone, 600 
persqns were killed. In the various 
country districts thus far heard from, 300 per- 
sons lost their lives, and these figures are 
more than likely to be added to when par- 
ticulars are received from the remote dis- 
tricts in the mountains. It is believed 
that when the death roll is com- 
pleted it will be found that over 1,200 persons 
were killed. The greater part of the fatali- 
ties were among the laboring classes, Afri- 
cans, Hindoos, Chinese and Malays, who 
Go much of the work on the plantations. 


TWO YOUNG LADIES DROWNED. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., May 2.—Neshville, 
Ark., is to-day a town ofmourning. Tues- 
day evening Misses Mattie Alexander and 
Cora Wheat, daughters of two of the leading 
citizens of Howard County, were drowned in 
a creek near Nasuville. The two girls were 
taking a stroll through the woods with their 
friends, Misses Georgie and Lottie Parker. 
When they reached the creek Misses Aléxan- 
der and Wheat suggested that they cross the 
stream upon a log used for that purpose. 
The Parker girls declined to make the 
venture. Misses Alexander and Wheat 
stepped upon the log, and when midway of 
the stream Miss W heat’s foot slipped. She 
fell into the creek, pulling Miss Alexander 
after her. The bodies of the two young 
ladies were found a half mile below the point 
at which they were drowned,

THE CAVING TROUP MINE. 

WEBB City, Mo., May 20.—The caving at 
the Troup mines still continue,and as the en- 
tire machinery of the company was destroyed 
Wednesday by fire, the water in the mine is 
rapidly rising,.as the .pump cannot be 
worked. The lee to the company on Ma- 


chinery is about $12,000, with $8,000 insur- 
ance, and the loss on the mine cannot be es- 
timated. Noeffort can be made to recover, 
the bodies buried in the cave until the water 
can be controlled. Lafayette Stout, a 1j-year- 
old boy, is missing, and fearsare that he too 
is buried with the others. The scene around 
that mine was enough to move the hearts of 
the strongest men.

SEVERAL OF THOSE REPORTED KILLED 
DISCOVERED ALIVE. 


All Telegraphic News Reports Calamity 
and Suffering — Twenty-Five People 
Said to Have Drowned in Arkansas— 
Many Perched in Trees for Safety—The 
Highest Point Believed To Have Been 
Reached. 


S10Ux Orrr, Io., May 20.—The total amount 
ot damage by fiood has not been overesti- 
mated, although some amounts have been 
grossly exaggerated by sensational corre- 


spondents. Damage, including that to rall- 


roads in Floyd Valley for thirty miles, will be 
at least $1,500,000. Work of clearing up is 
being pushed and nearlya mileof streets in 
the flooded district have been cleared at 
nightfall. The city 1s still without gas or 
electricity. Rallroads put men to work to- 
day to clear tracks and switch yards agreeing 
to pay $1.25 per day. After working a short 
time the men struck for $1.50. All acceeded 
andthe men went to work again. In about 
an hour they struck a second time, demanding 
$2. Only the Milwaukee eompany acceded, 
and most of the men quit. Inthe stock 
yards a gang of men is employed at clearing 
up. 

It was reported to-night that Nellie West, 
who was swept from her mother’s arms and 
thought to be drowned, was foundon a pile 
of debris near the packing houses alive, but 
with one foot crushed off. 

Communication has at last been opened up 
with the deluged city. Last night,for the 
first time since the flood broke loose, a train 
reached here, the Chicago, Minneapolis & 
Omaha being the first to accomplish the feat. 
The trip was undertaken only because of the 
protests of the belated passengers. A repair 
train was sent ahead, and the road was prac- 
tically bullt up abead of the passenger 
coaches. At every mile washouts were en- 
countered, and when Mapleton was reached 
the train ran through large lakes sufficient 
for a yacht. The Maple River had 
overfiowed its banks and for miles around 
the farms lay under from three to ten feet of 
water. When the Little Sloux was reached 
the situation was found to be extremely dan- 
gerous. The road here runs over a long tres- 
tle across the bottoms that adjoinit. The 
trestie is six feet above the bottoms, but the 
water was rushing tumultuously against the 
tracks. A wind fifty miles an hour was blow 
ing, and when it swept overa lake made by 
the flood on either side it tossed up breakers 
ocean -like. Half way out the engineer 
haited. The conductor got out and signaled 
himahead. He went on through the flood. 
The passengers could feel the trestle quaking. 
Ihis passed, the next danger point was the 
bridge over the river, which was under the 
waves of the turbulent river. ‘The train, 
however, ran over itin safety and reached 
Sioux City five hours after leaving Manila. 

several of those reported drowned yester- 
day have since been found. The death list, 
however, is of such magnitude that there is 
hardly a home in the city that is not mourn- 
ing the loss of a relative or friend.

they were swept out of the mouth of 
the Floyd. The local organization for the 
relief of the sufferers is proving adequate for 
all demands. Great headway was made yes- 
terday in the re-establishment of the natural 
conditions. Kmployment is offered to all 
who willl work and a few days of fine weather 
will revive trade and public spirit. There 
has, however, been a considerable fall of 
snow this morning. Many offers of assistance 
have been received from the outside, but 
Sioux City has made adequate preparation to 
—— the requirements and prefers to do it 
alone. 


IN MISSOURI, 


A RAY OF HOPE AT KANSAS CITY—OVER THE 
STATE. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 20.—A ray of hope 
broke through the clouds of despair that have 
been settling for days over the flood sufferers. 
The Missouri and Kaw riversare nearly sta- 
tionary and a further rse of only a few 
inches is anticipated. Between midnight 
last night and 10 a. m. to-day the rise in the

CLEVELAND, O., May 20.—A crowd of inter- 
ested peopie gathered at the Wheelmen’s 
Club rooms at break of day to witness tbe 
arrival of Messrs. Joseph and John Lindsey 
in the bicycle trip from Chicago to New York. 
They took up the message at West Cleveland. 
The messengers should have arrived at 12 
o’clock midnight, Dut were six and a half 
hours behind schedule time.

The Ex-Secretary Feels Sure of Cleve- 
land’s Nomination. 


HE PRESENTS FIGURES IN SUPPORT OF 
HIS BELIEF. 


——— 


Two-Thirds of the Vote Nearly Assured— 
N. O. Nelson Expounds the Single Tax 
Doctrine—Clarkson on a Mission to 
Blaine—Harmonious North OCOarolina 
Democrats—Political Pointers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 20.—The results of 
the convention in Georgia and that in Vir- 
ginia have led to more sanguine of Mr, 
Cleveland to calculate his strength at Chi- 
cago. Gen. Tracey, a warm supporter of Mr. 
Cleveland, has tabulated the returns from 
the State Conventions held up to date and 
has figured on the delegations yet to be 
selected. On the basis of his totals and his 
speculations as to the action of the States yet 
to be heard from, be declares with much 
emphasis that the ex-President will receive 
the nomination probably on the second 
ballot. Of the conventions already held he 
gives Cleveland 415 and the instructed or 
anti-Cleveland ballots as 185. 

Eighteen States have not yet declared their 
preferences, but Gen. Tracey divides them 
into 96 ballots for Cleveland and 209 unin- 
structed. According to Gen. Tracoy’s calcu- 
lation, Mr. Cleveland will lack only about 
90 votes to secure the nomination. ‘With this 
showing of the first ballot, he believes those 
wavering on the uninstructed column will 
come over. Anti-Cleveland men to whom 
the figures were submitted, declare that 
Gen. Tracey’s great admiration for the ex- 
President has led him to extravagant specu- 
lations. 


THE SINGLE TAX. 


MR. N. o. NELSON SETS FORTH HIS DOCTRINE 


OF THE BILL. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—Regarding 
the petition which he brings to the St. Louls 
Congressmen asking their support in behalf 
of Congressman Johnson’s single tax bill, N. 
O. Nelson said: 
All these gentlemen are interested in the 
movements to simplify and reform the present 
absurd and inequitable system of taxation. 


Some of them are out-and-out believers in 
Henry George’s plan of raising all revenue 
from a tax on land regardless of the im- 
provements thereon, while others are anx- 
lous to see it tried and hopeful of good 
results. I am thoroughly satisfied that 
tax reform is one of the greatest 
needs of the age and all the revenue needed 
can be derived from the land; that is some- 
thing that cannot be hid or lied about; it is 
always in plain view andits value can be 
easily estimated. Men will He about 
their incomes or personal property and 
all taxes therein should be abolished, 
as well as occupation ‘taxes, licenses, and 
every other mode that puts a premium on 
fraud and deceit. In this plan all landed 
property would be assessed on its real value, 
and the man who had built a house on or 
otherwise improved his ground would not be 
muicted for his enterprise and industry. The 
unearned increment would no longer be pos- 
sible and speculators would find it no longer 
profitably to hold big tracts for a rise in 
value. This would stimulate building, re- 
duce rent and in every way add to the pros- 
perity of the community. 

An international congress of single tax 
people will be held in Chicago next year un- 
der the auspices ofthe World’s Fair Auxil- 
lary. Louis Post of New York, Chairman 
of the National Committee of the Single Tax 
League of the United States,is chairman of the 
General Committee of Arrangements. Pres- 
ident Bonney of the World's Fair auxiliary 
has agreed to assign a date for the proposed 
congress.

They 
then stripped her of herclothing and found 
$500 in a belt around her waist.

DIFFICULTIES OF EXTRADITION. . 

COPENHAGEN, May 2.—Detective Sergeants 
Heidelberg and Reilly of the New York police 
force, who were sent to take back to the 
United States Oscar Cremer and Oscar Bjork- 
man, alias James L. White, who robbed the 
Wall street banking-house of Dix & Peyfh 
of the sum of $57,000 have arrived in this city, 
where the two men are under arrest. Detec- 
tive Heidelberg went to Berlin toarrange for 
the passage of the prisoners through Hol- 
stein to Hamburg, whereit was intended to 
embark on the steamer Fuerst Bismarck for 
New York, but the German laws are apt to 
make trouble for the detectives, and they 
will probably be detained until the end of 
next week in straightening out matters so 
that they can take their prisoners through 
Germany without losing them through a writ 
of habeas corpus. It is this fear that pre. 
vents the detectives from returning by way 
of England. The prisoners are completely 
broken up, and say they are willing to return 
to New York to stand trial.

Edward Parker Deacon On Trial 
for Murdering M. Abeille. 


Btory of the Tragedy Retold Upon the 
Witness Stand. 


A LIFE FORFEIT PAID FOR THE DISHONOR 
OF A HOME 


The French City of Nice Now the Center of 
Absorbing Interest—Searching Inquiry 
by the Presiding Judge—Unhappy Re- 
lations of the Husband and Wife Laid 
Eare—Scenes That Led Up to the Fatal 
Shots. 


Nice, France, May 20.—The trial of Edward 
Parker Deacon, who is charged with man- 
Slaughter for the killing of M. Abeille, 
Opened to-day before the Assize Court of the 
Alpes Maritimes. The court room is a small 
Oblong hall, more like a corridor than the 
Place of holding of a court of justice in a 
populous district. The room might hold 850 
persons if it was used to its fullest capacity. 
At an early hour the slum like alley leading 
to the Palais de Justice presented a consid- 
erably livelier appearance than usual. The 
Case has naturally excited the greatest in- 
terest among all classes of inhabitants, as 
many French newspapers have taken occa- 
sion to attack Mr. Deacon solely because he is 
an American. A large crowd of the residents 
of Nice gathered about the Palais de Justice, 
while the doors leading to the court-room 
were blocked by those who had been lucky 
enough to secure tickets of admission. These 
tickets were all at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent of the court, andthe demand for them 
for a long time past, in fact ever since the 
date of the trial has been fixed, has been 
something extraordinary. The French 
journalists were particularly anxious to be 
present to hearand report the proceedings, 
and a large number of them occupied seats at 
a table between the seats where the accused 
and his counsel sat and the jury-hox. Many 
representatives of foreign newspapers were 
also present. 

The benches in the gallery at the end of the 
hall were soonfilled by ladies attired in ele- 
gant tollettes. The weather was warm and 
as the crowd sat inthe court room, the tem- 
perature rose to almost suffocation. This 
Grawback had no effect upon the eagerness 
of the ladies to listen to the proceedings. 
They sat calmly fanning themselves through- 
out the session, paying the closest attention 
to everything that was said and done. The 
crowd in the gallery was composed almost 
entirely of members of the aristocratic circle 
of Nice. At the first glance around hardly a 
dozen Americans or Englishmen could be 
seen. Among the foreigners present were 
Mr. Harris, the British Consul; Mr. Viat, the 
American Vice-Consul; Maj. Brevoort, Mr. 
Deacon’s brother, an English advocate, and 
Mr. Middleton, a Professor at the Lycee. 

The proceedings opened at 9:20 with Judge 
Aubertin, President of the court, on the 
bench. The Count Du Moiron, Procureur of 
the Republic, represented the prosecution. 
Mr. Deacon was represented by Maitre de 
Mange, a celebrated advocate of the Paris 
bar; M. Golrand, an equally well-known 
lawyer of Paris; Frank Pilotte of the Nice 
bar, and Solicitor Bret of Cannes. The 
Abelilie family, though not taking part. in 
the proceedings, were represented by ;Maltre 
Lairolle. 

Mr. Deacon was brought into the court- 
room by two gendarmes, who escorted him 
tothe prisoner’s bench and then toox up 
their position on each side of him. As he en- 
tered the room alleyes were directed upon 
him. The stories that dave long been cur~ 
rent as to his indifference over the killing, 
or as to the results of his 
trial, were belied by his aspect. 
A pallor, caused either by anxiety or ill 
health, marked his features. He looked 
neither to the right nor to the left, but con- 
centrated all his attention upon the judicial 
bench. He was dressed in black coat, black 
vest and plain, dark tweed trousers. 

Mr. Deacon is about 50 years old. He is tall, 
and his thin bair is showing gray on the 
temples. That he was nervous was betrayed 
by the frequent spasmodic contraction of his 
eyelids and his mouth. His voice was firm, 
however, and in clear tones and with thor- 
ough ease be responded in perfect French to 
the questions asked him by the procureur. 
Mrs. Deacon, who had been formally cited to 
appear, was not present. 

CHARACTERS OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The personality of the actors in the tragedy 
which culminates in the trial of Edward 
Parker Deacon for the murder ef Emile 
Abellle, adds largely to the interest always 
felt in a crime of this character. The Deacons 
are Americans. Mrs. Deacon was the daugh- 
ter of Admiral Baldwin by his first wife. 
They were married eleven years ago. The 
Deacons have resided at 14 Rue Pierre Char- 
jon, Paris, for the past ten years. Mrs. Dea - 
con is 82 years old, and was much admired in 
Paris society. Entile Abeille, the victim, was 
the eldest son of the late M. Abeille, who 
died three years ago, leaving two other sons 
and a daughter, married first to Comte Al- 
fred de Jouy d’Arcy and again two months 
ago to Viscomte de la Redorte. Young Abeille 
was foratimeanattache of the French Le- 
gation at Washington. Abelile’s father made 
a great fortune dur ng the empire, when his 
hotel, the Faubourg Saint Honore, was 
famous for brilliant parties. | 

Mr. Deacon lived in Boston up to the time of 
his marriage. His family and connections are 
all Boston people of wealth and high social 
standing. His mother was the daughter of 
Peter Parker, of the old Boston Parker fam!- 
ly, and the greater part ot his money he is 
supposed to have inherited through her. 
Peter Parker's father was old John Parker, 

ship-owner, who at the time of his death. 
had the name of being the richest man in 
New England. A good part of his millions 
was handed down to Mr. Deacon’s mother 
and through her to him. 

Admiral Charies H. Baldwin, United States 
Navy, the father of Mrs. Deacon, died in New 
York on Nov. 16, 1888. The daughter had 
lived with her father and mother up tothe 
time of her marriage, but she was too young 
then to even have gone much in society. 
She is said to have been but little more than 
17 when she was married. 

Mrs. Deacon is described as a blonde with 
a fauitiess complexion, fine figure and eyes 
ofremarkable beauty. A short time after 
the wedding Mr. and Mrs. Deacon went to

of the wife’s paramour. It has erandonred 
however, since the shooting, that Mr. Dea- 
con suspected that his wife was unduly inti- 
mate with M. Abeille, wno was connected 
with the French diplomatic service, and he 
kept a close watch on her actions. He saw or 
heard nothing that would positively confirm 
his suspicions until last night. 

All the other witnesses repliedas their 
names were called by the clerk of court. M. 
Grimer read the acte d’accusation. The jury 
from the very outset paid marked attention 
to the evidence. It was purely a Nice jury, 
composed of tradesmen in the cityanda few 
petty land owners, but they were men of fair 
intelligence. 

The first witness called was M. Dumoiron, 
Procureur dela Republique, who read a cer - 
tificate of a physician excusing Mrs. Deacon 
from attendance. 

ON THE STAND. 

Questions and answers then ensued be- 
tween M. Aubertin, the Presiding judge,who 
was assisted by M. Thibault and u. Sicard 
and Mr. Deacon. Judge Aubertin, after re- 
hearsing all he knew of the case, said to Mr. 
Deacon: Have you had any previous trouble 
with the police?’’ 

Mr. Deacon in a calm and dignified tone, 
roplied: No.“ 

Judge Aubertin: 
drink whisky?’’ 

Mr. Deacon: ILam no drunkard.’’ 

1 Aubertin: Tou are of hasty tem- 
per * 

Mr. Deacon: Tes, Iadmit that Iam.’’ 

Judge Aubertin: Tou have property in 
Boston?’’ 

Mr. Deacon: es, I have property there 
worth about 80,000 francs.’’ 

Judge Aubertin: Tour wife has a large 
income?’’ 

Mr. Deacon: ‘‘She has.“ 

Judge Aubertin: ‘**Your tastes are said to 
be different. 1 understand that you prefer 
the society ot Americans, while your wife 
prefers that of the French?’’ 

Tothis Mr. Deacon made no reply. Mr. 
Deacon had up to this time answered the 
judge inthe French language, but the fore- 
man of the jury objectec that he could not 
clearly understand Mr. Dacon’s French, and 
then the examination was continued through 
an interpreter. Mr. Deacon answered in 
English and the interpreter expiained. Mr. 
Deacon, on the invitation of the president of 
the court, recounted his relations with his 
wife from their marriage until 1890. Their life, 
he said, was a happy one until they made the 
acquaintance of Abeille. That was in 1887. 
Abellle’s visits tothe Deacon home were at 
first rare, but they subsequently became so 
frequent that he objected. Finally these vis- 
its lead to the breaking up of the happy mar- 
riage relations that had before existed be- 
tween himself and wife. As the questioning 
was continued Mr. Deacon made bad breaks 
in his French and his language became less 
perfect. Ihe court thougut it better to se- 
cure the services of an inter preter, and there - 
alter Mr. Deacon gave his evidence in English. 

Continuing his testimony, he said that 
after his suspicions were aroused violent 
scenes between himself and his wife became 
frequent. His mother and brother-in-law 
were informed ofthe state of affairs. They 
said that jealousy was at the bottomof the 
trouble, and counseled moderation. Acting 
on the advice, he renewed his amicable re- 
lations with Mrs, Deacon, but at the same 
time he resolved to watch herciosely. About 
this time the family physician advised him 
to go to Homburg. He was suffering from 
inflammation of the stomach. 

Mrs. Deacon started for St. Moritz at the 
same time. While Mr. Deacon was at Hom- 
burg he received anonymous letters stating 
that Abellle was with his wife. Mr. Deacon 
wrote to her from Homberg, saying that she 
must cease all acquaintance with Abeille. 
Although he then had no doubt about his 
wile’s udelity, still there was a scandal which 
he could not tolerate. He wrote Mrs. Deacon 
that she must choose between himself and 
Abellle or let him (Mr. Deacon) have a di- 
vorce. Mr. Deacon promised to be a good, 
loving husband, but insisted that she must 
break off her relations with Abeille. She 
made no reply to this letter for ten days. 

Then she wrote that she had taken time to 
consider the contents of his letter. Mrs. 
Deacon said that she was not responsible for 
the presence of Abeille at St. Moritz. Her 
nervous system, she added, was too much at- 
fected by Mr. Deacon’s tyrannical conduct 
and she could no longer stand it. She con- 
cluded her letter by declaring that her hus- 
band could sendthe police or do whatever 
else he liked. In another letter Mrs. Deacon 
said that she could not stand such insults as 
her husband offered her and that all relations 
between them should cease. Henceforth, 
she said, they would only commun!i- 
cate with each other through her lawyer. 
She added that Mr. Deacon had in the mean. 
time better gotothe United States and give 
her repose. Mrs. Deacon knew that her 518 
band had to go to the United Stotes at abvut 
this time on matters of business. 

In replying to this letter Mr. Deacon wrote 
that he would like to see Ler in Geneva be- 
fore he started for the United States. Her 
reply to this was that she was very nervous, 
and that it would not be well to meet. Mr. 
Deacon sent a telegram to St. Moritz to see 
her, butareply came to this telegram that 
Mrs. Deacon was on the point of leaving St. 
Moritz with Countess de Gramont for the 
lakes. 
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EMPLOYED A DETECTIVE. 

Judge Aubertin: Did you employ detect- 
tives to watch your wife?’’ 

Mr. Deacon: Only in January of this 
year.’’ 

Judge Aubertin: It is said that you used to 
leave the house free when you Enew AbDeille 
was coming?’’ 

Mr. Deacon indignantly answered: ‘‘It ts 
not true.’’ 

Mr. Deacon went on with his statements as 
follows: ‘‘I told her in January to get a 
divorce from me, as it would be better for 
herself andthe children. She refused to take 
any steps toward a divorce.’’ 

Mr. Deacon’s statement, as well as his 
manner, evidently favorably impressed the 
jury and court. 

Mr. Deacon added in further reply to the 
Judge: Ihe detectives whom I employed 
described another manas having privately 
visited the Restaurant Chevillard in Paris in 
company withmy wife. It was afterwards 
said that the man was Abeille. I charged 
the detective with having made a bungie of 
the case. 

Judge Aubertin: ‘‘It isa pity you did not 
follow up the statement of the detective. 
Abeilie might in that case be alive and might 
not have been dealing with this unhappy af- 
fair.’’ 

Procurer Dumorion stated the story that 
Mr. Deacon had found compromising letters 
in his wife’s desk at Newport in 1889. 

Mr. Deacon admitted that he had discovered 
such letters. They were without signature, 
but ina familiar handwriting, and he be- 
lieved they were from Abelille. 

Judge Aubertin: ‘*Why did you leave your 
wife alone at Cannes?“ 

Mr. Deacon: Muy funds were low and 1 
was waiting for money at Paris. On goingto 
Cannes afterwards I found Abeille’s name. 
the register of the hotel at which my w 
was stopping. I spoke to my wife about it 
and she denied that she was responsibie for 
M. Abejlle’s presene there. 

THE SHOOTING RECOUNTED. 

Mr. Deacon proceeded to describe the scene 
of the fatal night at the Hotel splendide. The 
closest silence reigned when he began to tell

rooms at the Hotel splendide. I went to my 
wife's room at midnight. As I approached 

door I heard within the voice of M. 
ile. I ran to my room and got a revolver. 
I then went to the Secretary ofthe hotel and 
ask that he accompany me. Together with 
the Secretary I went to the door of my wife’s 
apartments and demanded entrance. I said 
that unless the door was opened I would 
break itopen. Mrs. Deacon opened the door. 
She was attired in her night dress and held a 
candle in her hand. I entered the room 
and proceeded to examine and see if any 
one was there. I found M. Abeille crouched 
behind a sofa. Ifiredat him twice; then I 
told the secretary of the hotel to call the po- 
lice. When the police arrived I gave up the 
weapon Ihad used, When I saw the poor, 
miserable Abeille looking so pitiful in his 
wounded condition I regretted the deed.’’ 
Generalapplause greeted this avowal of 
Mr. Deacon. Judge Aubertin sternly re- 
pressed the demonstration. He said that 
order must be preserved and he would expel 
from the court-room anyone who should 
again give utterance to any expression of 
applause or of disapproval.

Rise, Progress and Downfall of a Revo- 
lution. 


HOW GOVERNMENTS ARE CREATED AND 
DESTROYED IN BRAZIL. 


Separate Legislature Demanded by Ire 
land—Aid Proftered to Impoverished 
Hebrews—Outrages Committed by Rus- 
sian Studente-—French Press Laws 
Modified—Central America. 


Rio Janmmo, May 2.-In Sao Paulo, the 
solicitor of the Republic has applied for the 
prosecution of thirty persons, including the 
prisoners who have obtained the writ of 
habeas corpus. He says that they con- 
spired to depose the President of the State of 
Gao Paulo, They had raised, he asserts, the 
sum of 8278, 000 at par rate of exchange, for 
corrupting the soldiers, hiring roughs and 
contracting mercenaries in foreign colonies. 
They succeeded, he states, in bribing a Cap- 
tain. Totwo other men they gave money for 
engaging colonists, promising them more. 

The conspirators, he alleges, had 
emissaries in all parts of the State who 
were sending men to the capital to take part 
in the revolution. They were in commun 
cation with other conspirators in Rio de 
Janeiro, Rio Grande do Sul, Bahia and 
Pernambuco, The conspirators met at a 
vacant house belonging to Dr. Jesuino 
Cardozo. The revolution was to break out 
in the city of Sao Faulo at 5 o'clock a. m. on 
the 27th ult, At that hour a band of armed 
men was to set out from a suburb called Villa 
Marianna, and after being joined by police- 
men who had been won over and by soldiers 
of the Seventh Battalion of Infantry, the 
whole, under the command of Col, Pleragibe, 
was to march on to the President's official 
residence. After taking possession of this 
building they would let off rockets to inform 
the members of the dissolved Legisiature, 
who were to be at the aforesaid vacant 
house of Dr. Jesuine awaiting the issue. Ap- 
prised of the success of the movement, these 
gentlemen would hasten to the President’s 
residence and there organize the state gov- 
ernment, offering the presidency tothe de- 
posed President, Dr. Americo Brazilince, and 
in case of his refusal to acceptit they would 
offer it to Dr. Pereiera Barreto, and if he de- 
clined to Dr. Miranda Azevedo. In the mean- 
time one of the conspirators was to take pos- 
session ofthe telephone lines, while others 
were to cut telegraph wires, interrupt rall- 


way communication and set fire to the San- 


tos custom house. At Rio Janeiro conspira- 
tors were to depose Gen. Peixotto and on the 
2th and soth ult. there were to break out 
revolutionary movements in Rio Grande do 
Sul, Bahia and Pernambuco. The plan failed, 
says the solicitor, because Lieut. Farialiele, 
whose business it was to seize telephone com- 
munications, was arrestedat3a. m. on the 


day fixed. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


A SEPARATE LEGISLATURE DEMANDED BY IRE- 
LAED—LONDON GOSSIP. 


Loypon, May 20.—In the House of Commons 
last evening, when Mr. Balfour. moved the 
gacond reading of the Irish local government 
bill Mr. Thomas Sexton moved that the 
House reject the bill. Mr. Sexton criticised 
Mr. Balfour for notexplaining the bill in de- 
tall.

Mr. Labouchere contended that the Govern- 
ment was putting a Liberal label on their 
policy in ordér to palm off shoddy wares. 

The meeting of the shareholders of the 
Freeman’s Journaiand National Press was re- 
sumed at Dublin yesterday. Mr. Dillon was 
elected, after another wrangle, as a director. 
The meeting finally, after several share- 
holders had withdrawn, confirmed the 
agreement to purchase the National Press. 
The announcement ofthe proposal to elect 
Mr. Healy to the directorate led to a long dis- 
cussion. Finally closure was applied. Mr, 
Healy was then elected a director amid a ter- 
rifying uproar. 

The Standard says: We hope the English 
Government will make no more blunders 
through loose talk on economical questions. 
Lord Salisbury hasdone no good either to 
himself or to his party by his Hastings 
speech, aud Mr. Goschen may now see that 
his too facile acceptance of America’s invita- 
tion to the silver conference has failed to se- 
cure a rise in silver. There is not among the 
most ardent bi-metallists one who has faith 
enough to buy the metal at current rates. 
Cheap silver has given us cheap food and raw 
materials, and has enabled England to hold 
her place in the world far more easily than 
her rivals. Nothing would be 80 disas- 
trous to our foreign trade as a sudden rise in 
silver. If the price again touched sixty the 
shock would be seriously felt for years, and 
especially by India, which would experience 
the utmost difficulty in finding the £17,000,000 
yearly required to pay the intérest on loans, 
etc. 


THE OZAR’S DOMINIONS., 


AID FOR DESTITUTE HEBREWS—OUTRAGES BY 
RIOTING STUDENTS. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 20.—The Hirsch Com- 
mittee has agreed with the government to 
provide each destitute Hebrew emigrating 
from Russia under its direction 500 roubles in 
cash and to deposit a similar sum in the Im- 
perial Bank as a guarantee against any costs 
which may devolve on the government 
through the return of such emigrant or 
otherwise. It has been arranged that each 
contingent of 100 emigrants must be in charge 
of a special agent who assumes the respons!- 
bility of seeing that none of his charges quit 
the contingent during the journey short of 
their appointed destination. It is required 
that notice of all departures be given to the 
police. 

There was a disgraceful riot at the zoolog- 
ical gardens last night. Ten thousand visit- 
ors were present, Many being women. Late 
at night a band of students began to conduct 
themselves offensively, and finally demanded 
the playing of the national hymn. The or- 
chestra ignoring their demand the students 
raided the counters, smashed the glass and 
furniture and then paraded through the 
grounds knocking Visitors’ hats off with their 
sticks. A general Hight ensued, tables and 
chairs being freely used. The fighting contin 
ued until after midnight. The few policemen 
present were powerless to quell the disturb- 
ance. Many persons were injured.
